The Conacil of the Vatican defines as & 
point of doctrine and an article’ of faith, 
that the Roman Pontiff, in virtue of the 
promi-e made to him in the person of St 
Péter (Matth, XVI, 18) is pre-etyed from 
religions errershrough the Divine asaistunce, 
wHenerer he teaches the charch at large what 
iets be believed in matters of faith and 
morals. It,is, therefore either through ignor- 
ahce or unfairness that we are said to believe 
every word the Pope urters, #8 gospel truth. 
No; as a private person the Tope is liable to 
he mistaken ; and when he acts as Pope, he 

lis not free from, error when he speaks of 
| things not pertaiuing to religion ; bat when 
he defines, as Pogie and head of the Church, 
a point of doctrine concerning either faith or 
good morals, we betieve that the Redeemer 
preserves him from falling into’ error, Test he 
might lead astray the charch intrusted to his 





care. 
"This Infallibility. thas understood, has ever 
been implicitly believe?, practiced und acted 
Gponin theCatholicChurch; and no theologian, 
until the great occidental echism during the 
Ofteenth century, wrote against it; and it is 
anly since the Council of Coustance that some 
writers commenced to call. itin question, 
This was the couse of its being freely discuss- 
ed in theological schools untii a solemn defi- 
nition of an Ecumenical Council would sett'e 
the dispute forever. Now the Bishops assem- 
bled in the Councils of the Vatican, came to 
ttie Conclusion fhat the time had come for 
taking away from scholas‘ical discassions this 
doctrine, so important to the true interests 
of the Church; and: they made it obligatory 
to all Catholics to believe it as an article of 
faith revealed by Almighty God and contain- 
ed ia the Scriptures.
